The  President,  Mr.  Bell,  took  the  Chair  and  the  Executive-Secretary, 
Mrs.  Cook  acted  as  Secretary  to  the  meeting. 

The  Chairman  welcomed  to  The  Grange  the  members  present,  and  stated 
several  other  members  had  expressed  regret  at  their  inability  to  be  present. 
He  read  a  letter  from  the  Honorary  President,  Dr.  W.  Kaye  Lamb  in  this 
same  sense  and  which  also  conveyed  his  best  wishes  to  the  Society. 

The  Chairman  then  referred  to  the  death  during  the  past  year  of  Mrs. 
Jean  Tweed,  a  member  of  Council  who  had  had  a  long  association  with  the 
society  both  personally  and  through  her  late  husband  Mr.  Tommy  Tweed 
who  had  also  been  a  member  of  Council.  He  stated  that  a  memorial 
resolution  gratefully  acknowledging  Mrs.  Tweed's  contribution  had  been 
passed  by  the  Council  and  a  copy  sent  to  her  family. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  of  Members  held  on  20th  May, 
1981  were  adopted  and  approved  as  printed  and  circulated  to  members. 


ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Chairman  reminded  the  meeting  that  during  1981 ,  in  celebration  of 
the  75th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Society  in  1905,  there  had  been 
published  and  sent  to  members  an  updated  sketch  of  the  history  of  the 
Society.  The  original  sketch,  on  the  50th  anniversary  had  been  written  by 
the  late  Dr.  W.  Stewart  Wallace  and  the  updating  had  been  written  by  Col. 
Charles  P.  Stacey. 

The  Chairman  referred  to  the  publication  and  delivery  to  members  in 
1981  of  Volume  I  of  Lord  Minto’s  Canadian  Papers  which  was  the  first 
volume  produced  in  Canada  of  the  general  series  of  the  Society.  All  prior 
volumes  had  been  produced  in  Great  Britain  for  many  years  by  Robert 
MacLehose  and  Company  Limited.  On  the  whole  the  new  volume  is  con¬ 
sidered  a  very  successful  book  of  good  quality. 

He  then  stated  that  Dr.  Sylvia  Van  Kirk,  Associate  Professor,  Depart¬ 
ment  of  History,  University  of  Toronto,  had  been  appointed  General  Editor 
in  succession  to  Prof.  Keith  Johnson. 


EDITORIAL  REPORTS 

General  Series: 

Dr.  Sylvia  Van  Kirk,  the  General  Editor,  presented  the  following  report: 

The  next  volume  scheduled  for  publication  is  The  Great  Awakening  in 
Nova  Scotia  by  Dr.  Gordon  Stewart.  Upon  editing,  it  was  found  necessary 
to  return  the  manuscript  to  Dr.  Stewart  for  final  corrections.  An  estimate  by 
Howarth  &  Smith  Limited  for  typesetting  this  volume  has  been  received 
and  accepted.  A  printing  estimate  has  been  received  from  T.  H.  Best 
Printing  Co.  Ltd.  It  is  expected  that  this  manuscript  will  be  ready  for 
typesetting  in  early  June,  and  it  should  appear  in  late  1982. 

Part  of  the  completed  manuscript  for  Lord  Minto’s  Canadian  Papers, 
Volume  II  has  been  received  from  Professor  Paul  Stevens.  The  remainder 
of  the  manuscript  is  expected  by  June  1.  It  is  intended  that  this  manuscript 
should  be  ready  for  typesetting  in  early  September  1982.  Review  copies 
will  not  be  sent  out  until  Volume  II  is  published. 

Next  most  ready  for  publication  are  Captain  Henry  Wolsev  Bayfield’s 
Journals  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Survey,  edited  in  two  volumes  by  Ruth 
McKenzie.  Both  volumes  were  received  by  the  previous  general  editor. 

A  revised  and  considerably  lengthened  introduction  has  been  received 
from  Dr.  Beth  McDougall,  editor  of  The  Records  of  the  Glasgow  Colonial 
Society.  This  volume  will  be  discussed  further  with  Dr.  McDougall  in 
Montreal  this  summer. 

Projected  completion  dates  have  been  submitted  by  Dr.  Barry  Gough  for 
the  two  volumes  of  The  Journals  of  Alexander  Henry  the  Younger.  Volume 
I  should  be  ready  in  late  1982  and  Volume  II  early  in  1983. 

Other  volumes  still  in  progress  are  The  Reports  of  William  Duncan 
of  Metlakatla,  editor  Morris  Zaslow;  The  Letters  and  Memoranda  of 
O.  D.  Skelton,  editor  Norman  Hillmer;  and  The  Letters  of  Gilbert 
Malcolm  Sproat.  Indian  Reserve  Commissioner  in  British  Columbia. 

1876  -  1880,  editor  Robin  Fisher. 


One  new  proposal  for  a  volume  has  been  substituted.  It  is  The 
Hale/ Amherst  Correspondence.  1798  -  1826.  to  be  edited  by  Professor 
Roger  Hall. 

Ontario  Series 

Dr.  P.  Douglas  W.  McCalla,  the  Ontario  Editor,  presented  the  following 
report: 

Recently  I  have  had  meetings  in  London  and  Toronto  with  Colin  Read 
and  in  Toronto  with  Ronald  Stagg  to  discuss  the  volume  on  The  Upper 
Canadian  Rebellion.  I  now  expect  to  have  about  90%  of  a  nearly  final 
version  of  the  manuscript  (footnotes  and  bibliography  alone  excepted) 
within  a  week.  If  so,  and  all  being  well  thereafter,  there  remains  at  least  a 
chance  that  the  volume  can  be  published  by  the  time  of  the  next  annual 
meeting. 

I  am  happy  to  report  also  that  Peter  Baskerville,  with  whom  I  met 
recently  in  Toronto,  anticipates  having  the  completed  manuscript  of  his 
study  of  The  Bank  of  Upper  Canada  (a  revision  of  one  he  sent  me  some 
time  ago)  in  my  hands  during  the  summer.  This  would  allow  the  volume  to 
follow  that  on  the  Rebellion  as  quickly  as  editorial  and  financial  circum¬ 
stances  allowed. 

Recently  I  received  another  substantia!  sample  of  documents  on  The 
Upper  Ottawa  Valley  from  Richard  Reid.  Members  will  be  pleased  also  at 
the  highly  encouraging  report  I  received  from  Prof.  Wise  on  the  progress  of 
his  volume(s)  on  The  Upper  Canadian  Legislative  Debates:  I  gather  that  the 
end  of  the  process  of  basic  filing  of  documents  is  now  in  sight,  leaving  still 
some  complex  and  important  editorial  matters,  but  at  least  giving  an  overall 
shape  to  the  project. 

Other  volumes  in  the  Ontario  Series  are  Ontario  during  the  French 
Regime  and  London,  1791  —  1848,  on  the  latter  of  which  members  will  be 
glad  to  know  that  Prof.  F.  H.  Armstrong  has  agreed  to  act  as  co-editor. 

At  Council’s  February  meeting,  in  accordance  with  Council  policy,  I 
gave  notice  of  a  proposed  new  volume  for  the  Ontario  Series  on  the 
Hamilton-Dundas-Ancaster-Burlington  region  (The  Head  of  the  Lake’), 

1791  —  1841,  the  volume  to  be  edited  by  Dr.  John  Weaver,  of  McMaster 
University,  and  Dr.  Robert  Fraser,  of  the  Dictionary  of  Canadian  Bio¬ 
graphy.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  Publications  Committee  has 
recommended,  and  Council  has  approved,  inclusion  of  this  volume  in 
the  Series. 

Membership  Report 

The  Honorary  Secretary,  Mr.  P.  S.  Osier  reported  there  are  currently 
1 194  members  of  the  Society.  There  were  a  few  deaths  and  resignations 
and  a  few  new  members  accepted  during  the  year.
